Xrt&6 the Eorith of March, sub J sot was entrusted with 
ipeclal nisslon for Ant VZJ An English major by the nans 
Das or U0UD3S (probably ’DODOB), who vaa taken prisoner 
. Dunquarqua, was £lven a mission by AMD. An awployee of 
M** Ant, Ur. TK03S who was a correspondent of the "VSlklaehen 
BeobeoElsrs* In England before the war, was assigned to hla. 
JCfyBaJor Do 00^ As had been taken In the oonfldenoe of the 
STgheet quarters, was to be Mediator for the Osman Reich. 
According to Major DODOS, ha knew the English Prise Minister 
well and aleo had many personal acquaintances who were lead- 
ing figures of tbo frplre. When the bawfelng attacks on Berlin 
Increased in intensity, subject evacuated Major DODOS to 
Dreadan, where he was introduced to the inspector of the Slfo 
and 3D. Through eubjeot Major DODOB wee accredited by the 
superiors of the inspectorate. Dr. THOST was also placed at 
the disposal of Major DODOS in Dresden, the Inspector ac- 
quired liberal quantities of tobeeeo, ration cards, etc. 
from Berlin. Major DODGE was also introduced to the 
HBheren S3 und Pollael fuehrer. He remained here until the 
terrific bo-blng attack in the beginning of March which prao- 
tloally wiped out the city. The day after the attack, rubjeot 
waa ordered to Dresden to take Major DODGE to Weiner to safety. 
The Hflheren 33 und FoUselfuebrer had personally assured hlm- 
a.elf of the safety of the Majow who had lived in one of the 
leading Dresden hotels end who wee allowed to nova about 
freely, not even accompanied by Dr. TfeJST. Subject found 
Major DODOS uninjured at the beet hotel in the city. When the 
boohing attacks on Weimar Increased In Intensity, subject waa 
to bring Major DODOS to e manor near Mecklenburg for hla perao~ 
nal safety. Major DODOS was to bo sent to London via Stockholm 
by order of the Fuehrer. However, as eubjeot flew to Oslo on 
7 April, he does not know whether this took place. 

The relationship between Major DODOB and subject, as well 
as other 33-fuehrsrs , was one of greet friendship. Subject 
was assured of this by Major DODOB when they parted.

During tho course of his talk, which lasted an hour 
and o half and shloh was oooduotod sost Informally, Mr. 
Joyoo oxprossed tho following thoughts: Bo had oomo to 
Ooniany with his olfo booouso ho *ao oonaidorod a 
National Socialist in England. Ho had triad by all moons 
in his power to prevent this war bo to son Qornany sat 
Bngland, inaomaoh as ho oonaidorod It a tragedy that two 
such similar oountrios should bo at war with each other, 
to. Joyoo maintained that he would never betray England: 
oonaidorod blmoolf by ao mo ana a Oormaa hut always as 
aa Kutllahman: and had aado it hit mission. hr naana of 
propaganda over Dorman broadeuetiag aarvleaa, to explain 
to tho nngliah liatonara that thie wap had been prepared 
by tho Jewish capitalists. Bn g l a n d would have to ac- 
cept « sound Socialism and admit that tholr onemloa 
wore tho Jews. 

Mr. Joyce characterised the hagllah Prime Minister, 
hr. Churchill, aa the one men in who had re- 

solved by ell as ana to pros scuts tho war to e suoooas- 
ful conclusion (Subject's note: This did net agree 
with tho official Oormaa propaganda? Mr. Churchill was, 
fur tho more, and outstanding diplomat who oonaidorod tho 
union with Russia only as a naana to win the war. Mr. 
Joyce maintained that It was nocoaaary to bring man 
into tho English Parliament who could aako Churchill 
deviate from this oourso and arrive at a policy of 
undcratanding with Germany on tho basla of sound Soci- 
alism. 

Mr. Joyoo referred to tho fuehrer with the groats at 
of roopoet and admiration and stated aa a positive fact 
that Hitler had not tho Intention of leaving an enslaved 
Bngland on th# termination of tho war, but on the otter 
hand, would allow the Empire to remain by and largo in 
Its present form. This was a groat boost in morale for 
*r. Joyoo In his wafk. 

In eonoluslon, Mr. Joyoo spoke of the internal 
polltloal conditions In England, the conservative Parlia- 
ment, reform of working conditions, and of his own fight 
and followers In England (ha considered Mosley's follow- 
ing aa a thing of the past). It wAU hfi«Poted from the 
foregoing that Mr. Joyoo did not. sPMk, officially. At 
the time he was very liWtltr tammoj dWMMny end no pic- 
tures of him were available. ThS‘ audience consisted of 
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SubJaat Mt Ur. Joyo* two or thraa tlnaa la tha Proa* 
Club la Barilo, aa ha «u attaehad only to tha fropaganda 
Ministry. Ur. Jayos ixprootod tha opinion that whtla thla 
•anaalaaa war botwaan Qamasy nt England waa going on, 
tha Japanaaa would hara tha opportunity to aalta English 
and Dutch ooloolaa ahloh would ba unfortunata not only for 
England and Holland, but for tha ant Ira afaifca raea. Ha 
spoka wary dlaoraatly of hit antipathies against Japan and 
tha union batwaon Osrna&y and Japan.

Ha «aa attaohed 
to tha StafT oT frg Kept CSLLARIbS, who waa Chlaf or tbo 
Hlllt^ Intelligence 3arrtoa la Finland until lta oapltu- 
latioa.

HOfUi knows tha ksin Repreaentatlwe for Finland wary 
wall, who Joined tha Sondorkoaiendo lord aa political 
Referent after Finland's capitulation, and who waa con- 
sidered tha actual head of tbo Kcaanendo. 
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Dillt this affair was not dlreotly handled by subjeot, 
he did have knowledge of It through conversations with col- 
leagues In tha hit involved, vhloh was tho defer eta for 
Russia. It was also publicised in part in tho periodical 
"Dae Raioh, * according to which, tha facts wore aa follows! 

“In a snail town in tha Eastern part of Germany (which 
according to subject probably iaMpthagau) a ft oaap for 
British officers was attacked by a few Russian tanka which 
opened fire on tha FWs aa well as tha Osman guards* khan 
tha Ocman guards ware killed or wounded tho British officers 
aolsed the weapons, returned the fire and after a short 
while tho Russian tanks returned, 'hilts by their own Initia- 
tive tha British officers retreated to tho west, taking with 
then tha Comanding Officer of tho Canp who had bean wounded.
